Another hundred vessels, type unspecified, arrived at 
seosung in early April from Sheyangho (120- , 33- ) in northern Kiangsu.

by rail and air during March and April.*** They have been dispatched to 
Hanechow, Wenchou, and other localities in northern Kiangsu and to destina- 
ticas in the south reached by the Chekiang-Niangé railroad.
